Pergola no 
longer topless 


Sierra Madre is about to lose its “Stonehenge” 
after more than a year of other-worldly topless 
columns, supporting only the sky, marking the entry 
to City Hall. 

The city is going out to bid on replacement of 
the outdoor pergola “roof,” which was declared 
unsafe in October of 1988, despite surviving the 
earthquake intact. 

The wooden beams had rotted to the point 
where they were deemed hazardous and for weeks 
both visitors and City Hall employees had to tramp 
across the lawn and over a low retaining wall, 
skirting the danger area marked off with yellow 
ribbons, until the timbers were removed. 

The new “roof” will be comprised of steel 
plate fabrication, with an option of either tubular 
or wooden beams across the supports. The steel 
box girders will have a simulated wood design. 

The estimated cost of the project is $62,5{X), 
plus a $7500 engineer’s fee, for a total of $70,000. 
It will be funded from Community Redevelopment 
Agency funds.

Changes in Tree Ordinance at Feh.27 meeting

A number of changes in the Tree Preservation 
and Conservation Ordinance will be considered 
by the City Council at the public hearing on the 
ordinance set for the Feb. 27 meeting. 

A Isit of trees, which would not be subject 
the the requirements of the ordinance, was pre¬ 
sented at the Feb. 13 meeting by the Ad Hoc Tree 
Preservation Committee. 

They include Blue Gum Eucalyptus, Silk Oak, 
Poplar, Tamarisk, Chinese and Siberian Elm, Aca¬ 
cia, Tree of Heaven, Box Elder and Evergreen 
Ash. 

These trees have a number of negative aspects, 
according to the committee, which would render 
preservation questionable, including short-lived, 
causing allergic reactions, bent and weedy growth, 
prolific suckering, brittle wood, year-long litter, 
and over-competitiveness. 

The council suggested adding all fruit trees 
to the list of exemptions. 

Restrictions and regulations affecting most resi¬ 
dents will come under the category of “Trees on 
Private Property,” where permits would be re¬ 
quired for trees in front yards or within three feet 
of adjacent property inside and rear yards with 
trunk diameters of 12 inches and crowns of 20- 
foot diameter, or with 24-inch diameter in any part 
of the rear yard. 

These trees would be considered as having an 
“environmental impact on the adjoining property.” 
‘Trimming Plan Check’ 

The previously suggested $10 fee for a permit 
would be changed to include costs to the city, in 
line withthe new fee increase schedule, including 
costs of permit issuance, “trimming plan check” 
and inspection of trimming when completed. 

Property owners would be required to ob¬ 
tain a “trimming plan” from a licensed tree trim¬ 
ming contractor and this would be an additional 
cost of the owner, along with the permit fee and 
the cost of the trimming work itself. 

Penalties would include a charge of misde¬ 
meanor. 

The proposed ordinance would allow no more 
than 20 percent trimming of any, except exempt, 
tree per year, or 10 percent for a native oak. 


on the Historical Cultural Landmark Register lies 
with the City Council, not the owner, as is the 
case with historic houses in Sierra Madre. 

The question of compiling a list of “specimen 
trees” was raised by councilmembers and it was 
acknowledged that when the ordinance becomes 
adopted, in all probability a very brief list, if any, 
will exist and that trees would be added as time 
goes by, with a complete list taking up to several 
years, or more. 

The section dealing with “Trees in Develop¬ 
ment Areas” carries a number of suggested restric¬ 
tions and violations of these, which already called

.Aesthetically Significant Trees,” removal and “pro¬ 
tection” of all such designated trees would be sub¬ 
ject to review by the Parks and Recreation Com¬ 
mission. 

The section would also state that “Historical 
trees shall have been designated by the Cultural 
Heritage Commission and placed on the Historical 
Cultural Landmark Register, with the approval of 
the owner. In the event that the owner sells the 
property a covenant would be added to protect 
these trees in all cases where the owner has agreed 
to add the tree to the .. . Register.”

Small business 
owners look to 1990 

The Bank of America Small Busi¬ 
ness Alliance with the University of Cali¬ 
fornia has interviewed California small 
business owners concerning their 
forecast for 1990. 

Sixty-eight percent were owners, 
15 percent were presidents/CEOs, 7 
percent were partners and the other 10 
percent included “others” in the busi¬ 
nesses. 

Seventy percent of the businesses 
were previously started and 75 percent 
of those interviewed had not owned 
another business. 

Seventy-five percent had started 
the business; 23 percent had bought 
the business, and 2 percent were “other.” 

The summary follows: 

California small business owners 
are optimistic about every level of the 
economy. As the parameters narrow 
from the U.S. economy to the individual 
business, owners become increasingly 
positive. 

The vast majority of owners — 78 
percent — expect firms will grow in 
1990. Of this group 31 percent see ro¬ 
bust growth in the next 12 months. 
This optimism is shared by owners re¬ 
gardless of industry, company size or 
geographic region. 

Customer satisfaction is the main 
reasons for optimism. These owners al¬ 
so say they and their customers are 
generally optimistic, and they see up¬ 
ward trends in their industries and in 
their own sales. 

A prevalent strategy among owners 
who predict growth is the use of adver¬ 
tising, sales and marketing. Forty-four 
percent expect growth as a result. 

The neutral/decline sub-sample (22 
percent) is the reverse of optimistic ow- 
ners profile. They believe their cus- 
T toraers are pessimistic and dissatisfied, 
t- and they see downward trends in their 
industries and their own sales. 

The strategies to combat decline 
are varied. No common action plan 
emerges. And surprisingly, 46 percent 
of the neutral/decline owners say they 
have no specific strategies in place to 
turn their companies around.

A recommended economic development 
strategy concludes the 11 section Economic 
Research Associates (ERA) marketing niche 
report. Before discussing that strategy, let’s 
review the four alternatives they originally 
thought might be realistic for consideration. 
(Note the words “might be.’’) The four were: 
“1) Pro-active status quo — responding to 
opportunities. 

2) Streetscape, rehab, infill, seismic safety con¬ 

cept — revitalization/redevelopment. 

3) Land use exchange concept. 

4) Shopping center community center concept.’’ 

Each needs to be explained briefly. “The 
‘pro-active status quo’ would allow adaptive 
use (of buildings and property) to continue, 
probably tending toward more office use . . . 
Basically, the overall concept is to move . . . 
into a mix of property and business improve¬ 
ment incentive programs which should simul¬ 
taneously stimulate owner reinvestments in URM 
(unreinforced masonry) properties ... in under¬ 
utilized parcels . . . increase the market 
niche specialization. These incentives are chal¬ 
lenges to existing owners and tenants, and are 
proposed to be funded in a partnership man¬ 


ner wiiii iimiied Agency tsierra Madrc Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency) dollars expected 
to generate new private risk reinvestment. The 
Pro-Active Status Quo Programs alternative 
does not place the . . . Agency in a land 
assembly position.” 

“The second program concept ... is the 
combination of initiatives at a modest scale . . . 
incorporates additional public improvement in¬ 
vestments ... to upgrade the appearance of 
the streetscape . . . combined with an en¬ 
hanced program of commercial building reha¬ 
bilitation, selective infill of properties (some 
businesses may relocate to new second story 
space or out of core area, opening space for 
additional speciality commercial retail and neigh¬ 
borhood-serving retail) . . . and seismic safe¬ 
ty conformance improvements. This alternative 
suggests a modest land assembly role for the . . . 
Agency, which may also be involved in tempor¬ 
ary and permanent relocation activities which 
afford retail merchants and commercial tenants 
the opportunity to remain in business and im¬ 
prove their business. 

“Revitalization/Redevelopment means a 
clear strategy of multi-year investment by the 
Agency, the property owners, and new investor/ 
developers. The scale of intended effort is pri¬ 
marily at the parcel level, on a property-by- 
property basis. 

“The . . . alternative is primarily a pro¬ 
gram to enhance the midterm (1990-2005) 
capacity of the downtown to sustain its com¬ 
munity-serving role, to increase its market cap¬ 
ture within Sierra Madre and the immediate 
periphery (Arcadia) ... In principal, the alter¬ 
native uses available Agency funds to retain 
and expand position, but is not dependent 
upon quick payback of the public investment 
(say, within seven to 10 years) to the Agency.”

1 suppose it’s been 15 years since 1 first 
heard of Wendell Berry. I lived within a 
community of poets, and we all agreed that 
Berry was one of the best of the modern 
poets. He wrote about having a sense of the 
land and the importance of place, community. 

He hasn’t changed. He’s dug further in. 
He’s deeper. 

But 1 haven’t read poetry in a long time. 
It was more from nostalgia than from any¬ 
thing else that 1 found his novel “Remem¬ 
bering” at the library and checked it out. 

1 remember that as a writer, Wendell 
Berry had been a sure thing, in those years 
gone by. 

His picture on the back cover surprised 
me. I’d last seen a much younger man on the 
poetry books. The novel seems to be about that, 
also. About the past that has formed us, 
and is still within our changing face. 

“Remembering” is the story of Andrew 
Catlett, located at a time of deep despair. 
For 124 pages of condensed prose (that is only 
another form of poetry) we enter into his mind, 
his heart, his past, his strugcle. We are with 


him as he walks San l iancisco streets at dawn, 
as he recalls the men. women and places that 
formed his life and his choices, we take the 
journey with him. 

What has led Catlett into this despair is 
a farming accident that has severed his right 
hand from him. It is a great loss, of course, 
but more than that. Berry uses it as a meta¬ 
phor for, perhaps, the many losses that turn 
once hopeful, faithful people into bitter and 
fragmented beings, I hey become torn from the 
source which has placed them firmly on the path 
of life, and leads them with invisible grace, 
through it all. 

As Catlett’s mother speaks to him, in the 
novel: “You must accept this as given to you 
to learn from, or it will hurt you worse that 
it already has." 

And the novel is the struggle for such 
acceptance, for peace within himself and with 
those who also are his life. It is the journey 
home, back to Catlett’'' beloved Port William, 
Ky. In “Remetiibcring," he regathers all the 
living parts of him self, and lets go the rest.

The increase is based on estimates of the cost of 
continuing maintenance and eventual replacement 
of the entire sewer system, as well as a prorated 
share of street maintenance and replacement. 

Some 20 to 30 additional categories of fee 
increases for services are set for review in July, 
or before. 

Another five require formation of assessments 
districts, necessitating a vote. These will probably 
be on the June or November ballot, and include 
Operation of Street Lights, Maintenance of Land¬ 
scape and Lights, Maintenance of Street Trees, Street 
Sweeping and Parking Lot Maintenance. 

If all of the MSI recommendations are even¬ 
tually put in place, the increased rates and fees will 
cost Sierra Madre some $1.4 million a year — for 
starters — on top of the $1 million a year the city 
now takes from the property taxes, or one and a 
half times the city’s property tax income, and equiv¬ 
alent to the General Fund income from property, 
sales, franchise and property transfer ta.\es com¬ 
bined.

During 1864, her 
grandfather, George A.

for a misdemeanor charge, now includes the sug¬ 
gestion that the “building permit be lifted until tree 
(is) replaced.” 

Penalties also include replacement with a 36- 
inch box container tree, if comparable to that 
removed, plus cost of the tree and placement. If 
the tree is larger, it would have to be replaced 
with a 36 inch box container tree and a fine would 
be levied of twice the fair market value of the tree 
or its replacement costs, whichever is greater. 

A retroactive permit after removal of a tree * 
would be twice the cost of the original permit. 

A statement which would have allowed the city 
to waive the misdemeanor penalty was rejected by 
the council at its Feb. 13 meeting, but this section 
does allow appeal to the Planning Commission and* 
council. 

Street trees Included 

The section entitled “Street Trees” now de¬ 
fines such trees as “located on city owned prop¬ 
erty, in city parks and within the public right-of- 
way or parkways.” 

A subsection states, “property owners shall 
be responsible for watering trees within the public 
right-of-ways or parkways, and other designated »- 


public domain property and protecting trees from 
destruction of chemicals, abusive treatment, and/or 
encroachment of parasitic plants, e.g. ivy.” It con¬ 
tinues, “In the event such encroachment leads to the 
death of the tree, it shall constitute unlawful re¬ 
moval.” 

Nevertheless, property owners would not be 
allowed to either trim or spray trees in their park¬ 
ways or rights-of-ways, apparently, even for bene¬ 
ficial purposes and/or emergency care. 

Misdemeanor charge 

Again, the penalty for “unlawful removal” 
or trimming carries a charge of misdemeanor. 

“Street Trees” would be under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the director of public works, subject to 
review by the Parks and Recreation Commission, 
as would “Trees on Private Property.” “Historic, 
Specimen, Botanically or Aestheticllay Significant 
Trees” would be under the jurisdiction of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission, after designation 
of “Historic Trees” by the Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission, and “Trees in Development Areas” would 
be under the jurisdiction of the Planning Com¬ 
mission.

Back in the ’40s, the 
Ballet Theater was per¬ 
forming a ballet called 
“Fancy Free,” choreo¬ 
graphy by Jerome Rob¬ 
bins and music by Leo¬ 
nard Bernstein, which 
was a delight. It’s story¬ 
line was about three sail¬ 
ors on leave in the big 
city, their contact with a 
couple of girls, their 
showing off, the girls’ 
departure, their return 
to boredom. It was 
simple, colorful and 
funny. 

Several years later it 
was expanded, acquired 
songs by Betty Comden 
and Adolph Green, 
and became a musical, 
“On the Town,” about 
three sailors with a 24- 
hour pass in New York 
(“a hellova town”). In 
1949 there was a movie 


of it, considerably 
adapted, that starred 
Gene Kelly, Frank Sin¬ 
atra, Vera-Ellen, Betty 
Garrett, Ann Miller and 
a very funny man named 
Jules Munshin; in other 
words, one of the fa¬ 
mous MGM musicals of 
MGM’s Golden Age. 

And now the Cali¬ 
fornia Music Theater has 
received the stage ver¬ 
sion at the Pasadena 
Civic Auditorium, 
and, as so often happens 
with the CMT, there is 
good news and bad news. 

The good news is 
the cast. Paul Cira, 
George Ratliff and 
Timothy Smith make 
the three sailors a like¬ 
able trio, although they 
only seem differentiated 
by physique. I.isa 
Embs dances prettily and 


has a real flair for 
comedy as the elusive 
Miss Turnstiles. Dorothy 
Brooks and Claire de 
Loone, an oversexed an¬ 
thropologist, makes the 
most of her not terribly 
comic solo, “I Get 
Carried Away,” and 
Lorna Patterson, once 
of “Private Benjamin,” 
has the right personality 
and an appropriately 
belting voice as Hildy, 
the uninhibited taxi 
driver. 

Director Thomas White 
obviously knows his 


business and handles 
the comic scenes well. 

The settings are 
nice, too, simple pro¬ 
jections that follow 
the characters around 
the quick trip through 
the city. 

But this is a dance 
show, and while some of 
it is imaginative and 
humorous and expressive, 
some of it is just busy 
and confused. Dare 
1 assume that this is 
because it has two 
choreographers? 


Patti Colombo is cred¬ 
ited as choreographer. 
Colombo was fine on 
stage in “Pajama Game,” 
but 1 have never for¬ 
given her for “Most 
Happy Fella,” when 
during an Italian cele¬ 
bration, with very taran¬ 
tella-sounding music, there 
was no suggestion of the 
folk dances which would 
have been appropriate, 
just the twirl and swoop 
and lifts of any generic 
musical comedy dancing, 
everybody face the 
audience and smile. 

Leslie Woodies is 
listed as co-choreo¬ 
grapher. She has per¬ 
formed in works by 
Balanchine, Robbins, 
Agnes de Mille, Paul 
Taylor and Merce Cun¬ 
ningham, a widely varied 
group. This should have 


left her with a vocabulary 
of movement suitable 
to any occasion, and I 
would like to think that 
the more coherent parts 
of the dancing were hers. 

The dancers them¬ 
selves are entirely 
competent, but 
dancers, like piano 
keys, just do what they 
are told. 

This is a clean cut 
show, witty on occa¬ 
sion, cheerful 

and nostalgic. Perhaps I 
am to blame that I just 
couldn’t seem to get 
involved. 

“On the Town” 
plays Thursdays through 
Saturdays at 8 with mat¬ 
inees Saturday and 
Sunday at 2 through 
Mar. 4.

Gasoline station 
closes after 33 
years of service 


The closing of the 
Fisher gasoline and re¬ 
pair station last week 
in Upper Hastings

Commissioners face ire about spa

For the second time in two months, a condi¬ 
tional use permit (C.U.P.) for a church was on the 
agenda of the Planning Commission, this time set 
for public hearing at the Thursday, Feb. 15 
meeting. 

The applicants for the requested use permit 
at 400 N. Lima explained their need to relocate 
their small church and had found this particular 
location “ideal.” One of the applicants, residing 
next door to the requested location, had been 
granted a similar use permit in 1980 to have a 
small church/school facility in her guest house. 
The attendance had been set at a maximum of six 
persons. 

Numerous residents living in the area stepped 
forward to voice their opposition to the granting 
of the permit. .As resident after resident urged the 
commission to deny the conditional use permit, 
the applicants knew what the commission’s decision 
would be and returned to the podium to in effect 
withdraw their motion. 

“We have heard the community’s feelings,” 
said a representative for the church, “and we do 
hot wish to be in a neighborhood where we are 
not wanted. The residents have made their views 


clear and we do not wish to force our way in.” 
The commission voted against the use permit after 
this statement was made, adding praise to the appli¬ 
cant for being sensitive to the concerns of the 
neighborhood. The audience applauded the applicants 
for their willingness to cooperate. 

The same was not true for applicants who 
came before the commission to request a five foot 
rear yard setback variance for spa equipment at 
665 W. Montecito. After commissioners voted 
against the variance request because “there was plenty 
of room in the yard” to relocate the equipment 
and negate the need for a variance, Catherine Hill 
burst out in angry dialogue against the commission. 

“There is no reason do deny this variance. It’s 
such a small thing to ask. This is ahsoluiclv 
ridiculous an 

The commissioners rcmiinJcu the applicanis iluii 
there were criteria that needed to be met for the 
granting of a variance, and that variances were 
not merely granted for convenience. The applicant 
nevertheless returned with more angry comments as 
she exited the council chambers, emotionally ex¬ 
claiming that the commission had just knocked out 
any possibility of having “third base there for her 
kids baseball field, leaving them no room to play.”

MONROVIA 
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Methodist Hospital focuses 
on ‘Family Recovery in the ’90s’ 


With the so-called 
war on drugs receiving so 
much press, alcohol, 
which is the primary 
drug of choice, has 
been overlooked, ac¬ 
cording to Joe Fron- 
tino, program director 
for Chemical Depen¬ 
dent Services at Meth¬ 
odist Hospital in Arcadia. 

However, new laws 
regarding blood/alcohol 
content may heighten 
awareness of the alcohol 
abuser, continues Fron- 
tino. 

“Family Recovery in 
the 90s” is the focus 
of the local hospital’s 
program which empha¬ 
sizes that the whole 
family must get well 
together. Frontino ex¬ 
plains that the chemically 
dependent person affects 
the lives of those all 
around him, whether 
they are family members 
or work associates. 

More family mem¬ 
bers are seeking 
help, whether the chem¬ 
ically dependent loved 
ones have admitted the 
problem or not, adds 
Frontino. Families 
need to realize that 
while they are part of the 
problem, therefore part 
of the solution, but they 
are not a cause of the 
problem. 

He goes on to say that 
problems are a result of 
drinking and people 
often look at the situa¬ 
tion in reverse; they 
think they drink be¬ 
cause of the problem. 

Jackie Collins, who 
works in marketing for 
the hospital’s program, 
explains that drug depen¬ 
dency is greater in the 


adolescent popula¬ 
tion that it used to be 
and that more women 
are more vocal about 
their addiction. 

When Alcohol Anon¬ 
ymous was founded some 
55 years ago, the addict 
hit “low-bottom,” lost 
his family, job, dignity 
and health before he 
went in search of help* 
according to Collins. To¬ 
day, awareness and 
early treatment help 
with younger addicts turn 
their lives around before 
they have lost every¬ 
thing, Collins continues. 

Methodist Hospital, 
which opened its 20-bed 
Chemical Dependent Ser¬ 
vices unit over two 
years ago, offers inter¬ 
vention, detoxification, 
inpatient rehabilitation, 
day care rehabilitation 


In June, 1978, the 
Arboretum an- 
nounced that it would 
charge a $1 entrance 


and evening outpatient 
services. 

The program will offer 
an “Evening of Inter¬ 
vention” on Monday, 
Feb. 26 at 7 p.m. in the 
hospital auditorium. The 
evening will include 
“Plays for Living, pro¬ 
duced in conjunction 
with National Council 
on Alcoholism, and a 
seminar, “Crisis Inter¬ 
vention Acting Against 
Addiction,” conducted 
by author Ed Storti. 

On a 24-hour basis, 
the hospital offers res¬ 
ponse to addicts and/or 
their families who call 
574-3532. “When that 
person places a call, 
they’ll get help,” em¬ 
phasizes Collins, who 
says that is what makes 
their program so success¬ 
ful.”
